April is climatologically the driest month of the year and 2023
confirmed that and then some. The majority of locations ended the
month with 0.00” with only a few stray showers over the high terrain.
Water year precipitation totals, which were already above average due
to a wet winter season, drifted closer to climate normals in April. One
notable wind event was recorded the days of April 3" and 4", with a
Pacific low crossing the southern Rockies and a strong cold front causing
50-60 mph wind gusts and blowing dust.

Snowmelt was in full swing with the warmer temperatures, increasing
river levels in the upper Rio Grande basins and Elephant Butte storage
to 21.9%. This is higher than previous years and signals better irrigating
conditions this summer, provided monsoon precipitation is near
normal.

Looking ahead to May, Climate Prediction Center outlooks favor
equal chances for temperature and precipitation trends. Continued dry
conditions may allow drought conditions to return to portions of
southern New Mexico. Wildfire risk typically peaks this month and
current fuel conditions confirm this risk.

Temperatures will continue to warm with the average high temperature
in El Paso going from 82 degrees on May 1% to 91 degrees by May 315t.
Daylength increases by nearly 40 minutes in May, reaching 14 hours of
daylight by May 27t Precipitation normals tick up, but remain rather
low since monsoon onset usually don’t occur until June/July. This
month’s full moon occurs May 5%, with the new moon phase on May
19", There is a lunar eclipse occurring on May 5", but North America
will not be able to see it.

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With El Nifo, we often see the opposite
pattern where the eastern Pacific ridge of high
pressure is often weak or non-existent,
allowing winter storms to sweep across the
southern U.S. This typically will give the south-
western U.S. above normal precipitation.

With a La Nifa pattern, a ridge of high
pressure tends to build off the west coast of
the U.S., blocking most of our Pacific winter
storm systems. These storms tend to end

up moving across the northern Plains and
down to the southeastern part of the country.
